NOW RESTS

Oldest Member of the
Catholic Mission
Is Dead,

Aquille Carbonnier, the eldest lay
brother of the Catholic Mission in Ha-
died peacefully of old age last
about 10 o'clock at the Mis-
sion house. For the past three years
the deceased, who wasg a lay brother,
has declined in health and spent all
his time'in his room. On Saturday it
wag sSeen that he was nearing the end.

The deceased was born on October
30, 1822, and was therefore in his
eighty-fourth yeax. He entered the
profession of the)-olherhood on March
7. 1845, and was/at once designated for
service in the Hawalian Islands. He
arrived here, via Cape Horn, on March
26, 1846, with Father Charles, who went
tc Hilo. and Father Modeste, who be-
came a Provincial of the Mission. He
here nearly sixty years.
Aquille’s headquarters were
Honolulu, although he was
sent to all the islands, or wherever
there was a Roman Catholic church
to be built or repaired, in his capacity
as a carpenter.

At the time of Brother Aquille’'s ar-
rval in Honolulu there was no Cath-
olic Bishop. A bishop who had been
scnt out here from France, together
with forty priests and laymen, never
reached here, for the vessel was lost
at sea and nothing was ever heard
of them. Owing to lack of news con-
cerning their non-arrival, the French
home house of the Order of the Sa-
ered Hearts did not send out another
bishop for some time.

Brother Aquille was well versed in
Hawaiian history. He did not speak
English, but was fluent in the Hawali-
inn tongue. He outlived all his con-
temporary lay brothers and the priests
who arrived here with him on about
the same time. One by one they pass-
ed away and for some years he has
been the sole survivor of the original
bands. He never left the islands to
visit his old home or his native coun-
try.

The funeral will take place at 4 p. m.
today from the Catholic Cathedral, A
mass for the repose of his soul will be
held at 7 a. m. tomorrow.

Executive Chamber.
Honolulu, Hawaii, Dec. 19, 1905.

Dear Sir: Inclosed I hand you sub-
plemental estimates, as follows:

Legislative expenses, Territory of
Hawali, 1907: For legislative expenses,
namely: Furniture, Ilight, stationery,
record casings and files, printing and
binding. indexing records, postage, ice,
water, clerk hire, mileage of members,
incidentals, pay of chaplain, clerk, ser-

geant-at-arms, stenographers, and
messengers, thirty thousand dollars:
Provided, That the members of the

Liegislature of the Territory of Hawaii
shall not draw their compensation of
two hundred dollars for any extra ses-
sion held in compliance with section
fifty-four of an act to provide a gov-
ernment for the Territorvy of Hawaili,
approved April 30, A. D. 1900.

There is omitted from the foregoing
the compensation of members provided
in the *organic act,” with the idea
that this should be met from local
funds. This amounts to $18.000 for any
regular session and 33000 for any extra
session.

If this payment for the extra ses-
sion be allowed, it is but natural for
every leglslative assembly to conciude
that it can not complete the business
satisfactorily in sixty days and must
resort to an extra session. This has
been the universal rule since annexa-
! tion. Therefore if this appropriation
is made with a proviso that the mem-
bers of the legislative assembly shall
not draw their compensation of 3$200
each for any extra session the assem-
| bly might deem necessary to hold, the
